President  Lam¬ 
kin  lias  been  en¬ 
dorsed  by  the 
Missouri  State 
Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  for  tho  pres¬ 
idency  of  tho 
National  Educa¬ 
tion  Asnocintiou 
which  holds  its 
annual  convention 
in  Philadelphia 
next  week.  Within  the  past  week  met¬ 
ropolitan  dailies  have  carried  pictures  , 
and  stories  of  Mr.  Lamkin ’s  endorse¬ 
ment  for  this  position. 

Mr.  Lamkin  has  not  announced 
whether  of  not  he  will  permit  his  name 
to  bo  presented  to  the  convention.  He 
has  expressed  his  disapproval  of  any¬ 
one  making’  a  campaign  for  an  office 
in  an  educational  association  and  has 
mado  no  campaign  for  this  honor  in 
his  own  behalf. 

Programs  for  the  forthcoming  N.  E. 
A.  convention  at  Philadelphia  reveal  the 
fact  that  President  Lamkin  will  speak 
on  the  program  for  the  general  session 
Wednesday.  His  subject,  as  givon  by 
the  program  is,  “The  Child’s  Greatest 
Need — Tho  Professional  Teacher.”  An  - 
invitation  to  speak  on  a  general  ses¬ 
sion  N.  E,  A.  program  is,  in  itself,  a 
distinct  honor  and  recognition  of  his 
standing  ns  an  educator  in  tho  United 
States.  Mr.  Lamkin  will  probably 
leave  for  Philadelphia  tho  last  of  this 
week. 

Tho  recent  articlo  which  appeared  in 
tho  Kansas  City  Star  follows: 

Maryville,  Mo.,  Juno  16— Dr.  Uol  W. 
Lamkin,  president-  of  the  Northwest 
Missouri  State  Teachers’  Collego  hero, 
has  T)ecn  endorsed  by  the  Missouri 
Stato  Teachers’  Association  as  its  “fav¬ 
orite  son”  for  the  presidency  o  fthe 
National  Education  Association,  which 
holds  its  annual  convention  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  June  27  to  July  2. 

Geographically,  Missouri  is  entitled  to 
this  honor,  states  the  School  and  Com¬ 
munity,  Missouri  school  journal,  in  a 
recent  issue.  The  present  president  is 
a  Massachusetts  principal.  She  succeed¬ 
ed  a  city  superintendent  of  tho  far 
West,  who  followed  a  Now  York  edu¬ 
cator,  and  tho  journal  thinks  it  is  time 
for  tho  Mississippi  Valloy  to  bo  repre¬ 
sented.  1 

Mr.  Lamkin  has  como  from  tho  ranks 
of  tho  small  town  teacher  and  county 
superintendent  and  was  stato  superin¬ 
tendent  of  schools  for  one  term. 

Following  tho  war  ho  was  called  to 
Washington  to  becomo  director  of  the 
rehabilitation  division  of  tho  federal 
•board  of  vocational  education,  direct¬ 
ing  tho  educational  training  of  thous¬ 
ands  of  disablod  veterans.  In  1921  he 
resignod  this  position  to  becomo  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Northwest  Missouri  State 
TeacliorB’  college,  which  has  enjoyed 
steady  growth  undor  liis  leadership.

AFTER  HIGH  SCHOOL  WHAT?' 

Every  serious  minded  high  school 
graduate  must  ask  himself  these  ques¬ 
tions:  What  shall  I  do  now?  Shall  I 
continue  my  education  or  shall  I  drift 
a  while  and  see  what  may  chance 
along  for  me?  It  is  important  for  fu¬ 
ture  success  to  answer  those  questions 
alright.  Do  you  feel  that  your  educa¬ 
tion  is  sufficient?  Has  your  hjglS 
school  work  not  created  interests  in  the 
problems  of  education  which  you  de¬ 
sire  to  follow  up?  You  may  reply  that 
you  do  not  feel  like  giving  the  time  or 
incurring  the  expense  in  continuing  in 
school.  As  to  time,  largo  numbers  of 
mature  men  and  women  are  coming  to 
attend  our  Teachers  Colleges.  They 
are  convinced  of  the  value  of  more  ed¬ 
ucation.  Their  experiences  with  the 
problems  of  everyday  life  has  convinc¬ 
ed  them^  They  perhaps  thought  it  best 
to  hurry  into  life’s  work  with  only 
an  eluementary  training.  For  every 
one  of  these  men  and  women  in  school 
there  are  many  more  out  of  school  who 
are  daily  regretting  their  lack  of  a 
better  education.  The  former  group, 
those  who  have  returned  to  school,  are 
often  taking  time  out  from  well  paying 
work,  besides  hearing  the  expense  of 
schooling.  Can  you  afford  to  make  the 
delay  they  have  made?  Think  it  over. 

•  Now  as  to  the  second  question,  shall 
I  enter  some  kind  of  gainful  work  or 
a  profession?  As  to  tho  profession, 
you  will.  be  barred  at  once  with  only  a 
high  school  education.  You  may  pro¬ 
test  you  do  not  want  to  enter  a  pro- 

-  fetesion,  teaching  for  instance,  feut 
suppose  that  later  you  chango  your 
mind.  ,  It  may  be  too  lato  then.  Re¬ 
sponsibilities,  usually  increasing  with 
age,  may  not  permit  of  your  return  to 
school.  You  will  now  bo  in  tho  class 
spoken  of  above  as  those  who  regret 
their  youthful  indecision. 

And  as  for  drifting  in  the  hands  of 
chanco,  it  is  an  easy  way  to  answer 
that  question.  It  is  the  way  too  many 
have  answered  it.  They  aro  still  drift¬ 
ing,  waiting,  railing  at  what  Fate  lias 
brought  them,  or  has  not  brought  them. 
It  is  an  onsy  frarao  of  mind  to  got 
into,  and  a  very  hard  one  to  got  ont  of. 
Lincoln  said,  “Today  I  will  work  and 
study,  and  then  tomorrow  I  shall  be 

•  ready  for  whatever  may  come.  ’  ’  Can 
you  improve  on  his  plan? 

A  broad  education  will  givo  you 
greater  pleasure  in  life,  mako  you  u 
better  teacher,  help  you  succeed  in 
your  profession  and  enable  you  to  make 
some  real  contribution  to  tthe  solution 
of  educational  problems  which  aro 
pressing  on  overy  hand. — Tho  Budget. 

AMERICAN  FUBUC  EDUCATION 
Woodrow  Wilson 

Popular  education  is  necessary  for 
the  preservation  of  those  conditions  of 
freedom,  political  and  social,  which  are 
indispensable  to  free  individual  devel¬ 
opment.  No  instrumentality  less  uni¬ 
versal  in  its  power  and  authority  than 
government  can ^pecure  popular  educa¬ 
tion.  Without  popular  education,  more¬ 
over,  no  government  which  rests  upon 
popular  action  can  long  ondure.  The 
people  must  be  schooled  in  tho  know¬ 
ledge  and,  if  possible,  in  the  virtues 
upon  which  tho  maintenance  and  suc¬ 
cess  of  freo  institutions  depond.  No 
free  government  can  last  in  health  if 
it 'loses  hold  of  the  traditions  of  its 
history,  and'  in  the  public  schools  these 
traditions  may  be  and  should  be  sedu¬ 
lously  preserved,  carefully  replanted  in 
the  thought  and  consciousness  of  each 
successive  generation.

Many  times  when  you  ask  a  student 
what  he  plans  to  do  when  he  graduates, 
he  will  answer,  “Oh,  I  suppose  I'll 
teach  a  year  or  two,”  That  is  just 
what  is  keeping  teaching  from  being 
established  on  a  firm  professional  bas¬ 
is.

College  Now  Works 
With  3  Rural  Schools 


F reshmen  Quit  Schools 
For  Various  Reason 


Poor  Scholarship,  Lack  of  Money.  Wife 
and  Kitchenette,  among  Causes  Given. 

Why  freshmen  loavo  college  is  a 
problem  causing  somo  concorn  among 
the  universities  of  Atnorica.  Responses 
from  representative  institutions  among 
those  solicited  indicated  that  20  per 
cont  or  moro  of  tho  youths  who  go  to 
college  drop  out  before  or  at  tho  end  of 
the  first  year. 

What  are  tho  roasousf 
Bad  scholastic  standing  loads  tho  long 
list.  Lack  of  funds  comes  next.  Then 
there  is  poor  health,  tho  desire  to  go 
into  dad’s  business  and  make  a  lot  of 
money,  matrimony  and  tho  necessity  to 
support  a  wife  and  kitchonette,  anil 
overcutting  of  classes. 

“College  isn’t  hard  go  far  as  studies 
go,”  ouo  professor  said.  “Nowadays 
anybody  smart  enough  to  get  in  cau 
stay  iu  if  ho  wants  to.  But  he  must 
have  a.  definite  purpose  to  act  as  an  in¬ 
centive  and  causo  him  to  stick.” 

Dean  Archibald  L.  Bouton  of  Now 
York  university  gavo  two  other  reas¬ 
ons,  saying: 

“An  imperfectly  defined  purpose 
that  brings  men  to  college  causes  them 
to  leave.  They  discover  that  they  are 
not  going  in  the  direction  they  desire. 
But  soda)  or  family  reasons  have  im¬ 
pelled  them  to  enter  college.  It  is  not  a 
lack  of,  brains,  but  a  lack  of  purpose 
which  causes  men  to  drop  out  or  de¬ 
cline  in  their  studies. 

At  New  York  university,  eighty-one 
freshmen  out  of  p  class  of  376  dropped 
by  the  waysido.  Of  that  number,  JJ.5 
per  cent  failed  to  meet.jekoUrship.re- 
quirements,  1.4  per  sent  overeut  their 
chwMM,  6*5  per  cent  withdrew  for  fin* 
Ittii)  leeeons,  health,  or  to  eater  buii*

Martha  Washington  School  Has  Been 

Added  to  Myrtle  Tree  and  Garrett 

for  Rural  Demonstration  Schools. 

The  College  has  completed  plans  to 
use  the  Martha  Washington  School,  lo¬ 
cated  three  miles  soutnoast  ofMary- 
villCjfor  observation  and  practico  teacli- 
ng  for  the  coming  year.  The  affilia¬ 
tion  of  the  College  with  tho  Martha 
Washington  School  marks  the  third  pro¬ 
ject''  of  like  nature  into  which  the 
Cqficge ,  lias  entered  with  rural  schools 
of  'the  community,  the  Garrett  and 
Myrtlev.Tree  schools  being  tho  other 
two  schools.  Miss  Jossio  Z.  Murphy, 
a  former  graduate  of  the  College,  is  to 
be  tlie  r  teacher. 

The  arangement  with  Martha  Wash¬ 
ington  School  is  possible  beeauso  of  tlie 
prgressive  naturo  of  the  school,  tho 
equipment,  and  the  attitude  of  the 
school  officers.  The  school  officers 
are;  President,  Roy  Lippman;  clerk, 
L.  E.  Lyle;  J.  E.  Shinabargor,  and 
William  Sturm. 

Murtiia -Washington  School  is  one  of 
the  few  schools  of  Nodaway  county 
having  a  nine  months  term'.  This  school 
has  an  added  distinction  of  being  the 
first  school  in  tlie  state  to  ho  ranked 
“first  class”  under  the  now  regulations 
which  state  superintendent,  Charles  A. 
Lee  made  in  1923. 

Miss  Jesse  Z.  Murphy,  tho  teacher, 
is  a  former  student  of  the  College  and 
holds  the  B.  S.  degree  from  this  school. 
She  has  been  attending  the  University 
of  Missouri  tho  past  year  doing  grad¬ 
uate  work  for  tlie  Master’s  degree. 
Miss  Murphy  has  had  several  years  of 
j  successful  teaching  experience  in  Tural 
schools,  in  high  schools,  and  in  teacher- 
training  -work. 

For  the  past  year  the  College  has 
had  a  similar  arangement  to  that  of 
Martha  Washington  School  with  Myrtle 
Tree  School,  locatod  seven  miles  north¬ 
east  of  Maryville.  This  experiment 
will  continue.  The  success  of  this  pro¬ 
ject  lias  boon  duo  in  no  small  degree 
to  tlie  splendid  cooperation  which  the 
Myrtle  Tree  district  lias  shown  toward 
the  College. 

The  Garrett  School,  the  first  experi¬ 
ment  which  the  College  conducted  in 
(Operating  jn  rural  demonstration  and 
practico  teaching  school,  lias  met  with 
decided  success.  The  buildng  is  '  now 
closed,  the  children  boing  brought  to 
the  college  for  training. 

Tho  College  can  in  this  way  demon¬ 
strate  tho  timely  problem  of  transporta¬ 
tion — not  only  to  tho  Garrett  School,  but 
to  the  surrounding  community. 

Here  again,  splendid  eooperaton  of 
the  school  district  mndo  possible  not 
only  tho  first  experiment  of  conduct¬ 
ing  a  rural  observation  and  pr&etico 
touching  school,  but  tho  second  nrrango- 
'ment  liy  which  tho  childen  aro  trans¬ 
ported  to  tho  colloge.
